a timer for determining the time elapsed at a location and in between a plurality locations; 

and 

a memory for storing the code corresponding to each of the locations visited by the user 
of the device. 

Claim 21 (withdrawn): A portable device that automatically predicts a user^s destination 
location and presents media content for that location, the portable device comprising: 
an interfisice for inputting a user preference; 

a receiver for receiving a code from a remote transmitter, said code being a location code 
corresponding to the remote transmitter; 

a timer for determining the time elapsed at a location and in between locations; 

a memory for storing the code corresponding to each the locations visited by the user of 
the device.

Claim 35 (previously presented): The method of claim 22 wherein the portable device 
comprises speakers. 

Claim 36 (previously presented): The method of claim 22 wherein the portable device 
comprises a display. 

Claim 37 (previously presented): The method of claim 22 wherein the portable device is a 
personal digital assistant. 

Claim 38 (previously presented): The method of claim 22 wherein the portable device is a 
cellular phone. 

Claim 39 (previously presented): The method of claim 22 wherein the media presentation is a 
pre-recorded presentation.

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Claim 43 (previously presented): The method of claim 22 wherein the content data is a visual 
narrative, the visual narrative being displayed in one of a plurality of languages.

with a portion of the first media content;

transmitting a time prompt to the portable device, the time prompt triggering a display of 
the second media content on the portable device such that the second media content and the 
portion of the first media content are displayed in synchronization; and 

displaying the second media content on the portable device at a time indicated by the 
time prompt.

transmitting a time prompt to the ponable device, the time prompt triggering a display of 
the second media content on the portable device such that the second media content and a portion 
of tfie first media content are displayed in synchronization;

Claim 71 (new): The method of claim 22 further providing inputs on the portable device 
adapted to receive information from the viewer. 
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Claim 72 (new): The method of claim 46 further comprising detennining what portion of the 
media presentation data should be displayed based on the contents of the at least one dme code. 

Claim 73 (new): The method of claim 46 further providing inputs on the portable device 
adapted to receive information from the viewer. 

Claim 74 (new): The method of claim 46 wherein media presentation data is transmitted to the 
portable device at the start or slightly in advance of the start of the media presentation. 

Claim 75 (new): The method of claim 47 fiirther providing inputs on the portable device 
adapted to receive information from the viewer. 

Claim 76 (new): The method of claim 47 wherein the at least two receivers are an infrared 
receiver and a radio frequency receiver. 

Claim 77 (new): The method of claim 47 wherein the portable device further comprises at least 
a transceiver. 

Claim 78 (new): The method of claim 47 wherein the at least one message further identifies the 
content data to be presented at the portable device. 

Claim 79 (new): The method of claim 47 wherein content data is transmitted to the portable 
device at the start or slightly in advance of the start of the media presentation. 
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
